mala and Salvador, Reciprocity agreements 
are being negotiated with Mexico, all the re- 
maining Central American and nearly all the 
South American States. Before the present 
year is well advanced they will be in the fold, 
with hardly an exception. The backwardness 
of the Spanish-American countries in taking 
advantage of this offer of the United States 
to admit their sugary, molasses, coffee, and 
hides duty free is due to their slow ways of do- 
mg business rather than their inability to ap- 
preciate the necessity of accepting it. The 
results of the reciprocity agreements already 
made have been most enc)uraging. They 
have stimulated American trade greatly, and 
have proved tfat Mr. Blaine was not mistaken 
in his prophecy that they would be a great 
blessing to American farmers and manufact- 
urers. 

In November, 1890, through popular discon- 
tent with McKinleyism and Quayism, as well 
as by the school question in some of the 
States, the small Republican majority in the 
House was changed into the large Democratic 
majority of 149, the membership now stand- 
ing: Democrats, 236; Republicans, 89; Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, 8. In the November elections 
of 1891 the political tide receded. New York 
went Democratic and Ohio, Iowa (except 
Governor), Massachusetts (éxcept Goyernor), 
Pennsylvania, Colorado, Kansas, and Nebras- 
ka, Republican. The political appointments 
of the year have been Charles Foster of Ohio, 
Secretary of the Treasury, to succeed William 
Windom of Minnesota, who died in NewYork 
Jan. 29; Martin Knapp of New York, to suc

THE OLD YEAR ABROAD. 

The old year abroad has been more notige- 
able for the great events it foreshadows in the 
near future than for actual. accomplishments. 
In Great Britain the principal interest has 
centered in the tragic environments of the 
home rule movement, The year 1890 closed 
with the sensational O’Shea divorce case, the 
demand of Mr. Gladstone that Parnell should 
retire from the leadership of the Irish party, 
and his ultimate deposition aad the election of 
Justin McCarthy to succeed bim. Mr. Parnell 
opened the new year with a bitter fight, after 
breaking off all negotiations with the other 
faction, and continued it unrelentingly up to 
the time of his sudden death, since which Irish 
affairs have been in a more or less confused 
condition.. The visit of the Emperor of Ger- 
many was one of the notable events of the 
year, not alone for the pageantry which at- 
tended it but for ite political bearings on the 
future. It unquestionably strengthened En- 
gland’s friendship for Gerfnany and its sym- 
pathy with the Dreibund, which may find ma- 
terial expression, if it shall prove true, as 
stated, that Russia, France, and Turkey have 
combined against it. The Prince of Wales 
has added scandalous interest to his country’s 
record by his connecfion with the shameful 
baccarat case, which resulted so detrimentally 
to Sir William Gordon Cumming, but the 
scandal has now been forgotten by the En. 
glish people in their rejoicing over the pros- 
pective marriagaof the scandalous heir pre- 
sumptive, the Duke of Clarence (“Collars 
and Cuffs’’). 

The French Republic has had a prosperous 
year. The banishment of the Count d’Orleans 
in 1890 ended one danger, and another was re- 
moved when Gen. Boulanger committed sui- 
cide last September. By these two acts 
Boulangerism and Orleansism were wiped out 
and willno longer disturb the government 
with their conspiracies. The most important 
event of the year has been the negotiation of 
an alliance, offensive and defensive, with 


in almost constant confusion during the whole 
year. In the former every province. has had 
-ite revolutions and counter-revolutions. In 
Chile revolution broke out in January against 
the Balmaceda government owing to its usur- 
pations. The war. lasted until August, in 
which month the Balmacedists were routed 
and the capital fell into the hands of the vic- 
torious Congressional party. A provisional 
government was organized, with Gen. Basque- 
dano at the head, and on the 18th of October 
elections were held which resulted in the 
choice of Admiral Jorge Montt as President. 
He was inaugurated on the 26th of last month, 
his predecessor, Balmaceda, meanwhile hav- 
ing committed suicide in September. The 
existing relations of Chile with the United 
States are stated elsewhere. Brazil also has 
had ite fair share of troules, and they are not 
nettled yet. It adopted its new Constitution 
Feb, 24, and Gen. Da Fonseca was formally 
elected President April16. His term was a 
short one, however. As Congress would not 
yield to his arbitrary demands he dissolved it 
and established himself as d r by martial 
force; Revolutions against his authority broke 
out at once in Rio Grande du Sol and other 
provinces. At last there was revolt in Rio 
Janeiro and Da Fonseca was compelled to ab- 
dicate all power. The’ Vice-Presiient, Peix- 
otou, formed a new government, but has not 
yet succeeded in quelling thé rebellious spirit 
in some of the provinces. The Argentine Re. 
public and Uruguay have also had revolutions, 
growing mostly out of financial disturbances, 
which still continue, In the Sandwich Islands 
King Kalakaua died Jan. 20 and wassucceeded 
by his sister, Lydia Kamakeha Liliuoxalani. 
She established her Cavinet in March, and 
thus far has held onto the throne, notwith- 
standing widespread dissatisfaction. Hayti 
has had its petty troubles and uprisings, which 


it has settled, however, by arresting the ring-- 


leaders and shooting them, so that Hippolyte 
still retains the supremacy. 


THE ANNUAL REVIEW. 

This issue contains Tuz Trrpunzg review of 
the trade and commerce of Chicago for the 
year 1891. The results presented are rather 
more interesting than usual, as they are sharp- 
ly contrastive. The first half of the term was 
a season of commercial dullness, and but for 
the work of preparation for the World’s Fair 
would have been one of real depression in 
this city, @ it was.in most other parts of the 
United States. The second half was marked by 
great activity in nearly every department of 
industry, and general prosperity iu sympathy 
with the phenomenal agricultural improve- 
ment in the West, but especially in the upper 
half of the Mississippi Valley. The latter 
phase has more than compensated for the 
former, the result being a substantial increase 
over the total of business for 1890, 

The year opened in a deep commercial 
shadow. Our own ‘crops had been far below 
the per capita average, and the better prices 
offered did not make amends for scarcity of 
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was in condition to move, Accompanying all 
this ota ss ld of reciprocal trade 

South -Americs and the Gulf, 
al an increase of our Southern trade 
in the near future, 

It is estimated by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture that the better yield and prices are 
worth to the farmers of the United States 
$700,000,000 more than were the crops of 1890, 
of which increased value $500,000,000 may be 
credited to grain and $150,000,000 to live stock. 

The changed relations in Europe should in- 
crease by at least $20,000,000 per year our ex- 
ports of pork products, and the new arrange- 
ments for trade wit! the. peopies of Latin 
America may be expected to augment our ex- 
ports by nearly $100,000,000 per year ere long, 
Of course, the trade and commerce of Chi- 
cago are not benefited to the full extent of the 
advantage thud far derived from these facts, 
nor will it be on the gains made by the Nation 
in the future, But this city has had its full 
share, and doubtless will continue to take a 
respectable percentage of the augment ix 
business due to these altered conditions. For 
instance, our receipts of wheat were nearly 
trebled last year as a result of the greater 
abundance of that cereal and the better de- 
mand for it abftoad, though the Lake Superior 
route offered a direct avenue for exporting the 
enormous surplus of the Northwest. Our 
corn receipts for the year were mostly from 
the short crop of 1890, but that of 1891 will 
doubtless make a favorable impression on the 
record of our produce for the coming twelve 
months. The work of hog packing shows a 
big ifcrease, partly as a consequence of ton 
ing down the discrimination in favor of Mis- 
souri packing .poiats previously insisted 
on by railroad officigls who had a 
reason therefor, The greater prosperity 
of the farmers has increased our mercantile 
trade with the States in the section tributary to 
this city, our packers have sold more meats to 
Europe, and it is understood that at least one 
mercantile order for Brazil has been filled in 
Chicago in the short time that reciprocal trade 
relations have existed between that country 
and the United States. 

Owing to the prevalent dullness of the first 
five months the volume of manufacturing 
business for the year was scarcely equal to 
that of its immediate predecessor, while the 
money returns for the two periods were a little 
greater. ‘he principal exceptions to the rule 
were in agricultural implements, wagons, 
clothing, and boots and shoes. A sirilar re- 
mark will apply to the wholesale trade with 
the country, while that with city retailers 
exhibits adarge increase. Speculative busi- 
ness in produce has ‘been run’ on nar- 
rower lines, in spite of the foreign buying of 
wheat and a recent extensive selling on this 
market against the larger stocks of that grain 
which are being carried af other points in the 
West. Reabestate and building operations 
have been prosecuted actively, but it should 
be rerhembefed that they were booming in 
1890, though even with that fact the compari- 
son is far from being an odious one. The 
work of getting ready for the great Fair has 
helped the better prodxce movement in draw- 
ing capital hither, and there is a considerable 
augment in the amount invested in banking 
and other financial operations, while its active 
employment is- shown in the volume of our 
bank clearings, which have so much increased 
that Chicago has for several months past been 
running a neck and neck race with Boston for 
the second place on the jst of American cities.

The States apparently exempt from 

the depredations of the reported embezzler 

during last year are Florida, Idaho, North 
Dakota, Oregon, and Vermont. 
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It is stated in the Washington dispatches 
that the Hove Coinage committee, of which 
Mr. Bland is Chairman, will. report at an 
early day a bill for the immediate and over- 
whelming inflation and depreciation of the 
eurrency. While professing to be for free 
eoinage it will dispense with mints altogether, 
and merely set the printing presses at work. 

Strictly speaking, free coinage means allow- 
ing a person who has silver bullion to take it 
to a government mint, where it is coined into 
dollars for him. But this way of doing busi- 
ness ig too slow for the silver inflationists. 
The capacity of the mints to turn out coins is 
not large enough to suit their purpuses, 
Thusefore, according to the dispatches, the 
proposition is to direct the Seeretary of the 
Treasury to receive at the rate of $1.29 per 
ounce all the silver bullion tendered him, and 
issue therefor loegal-tender certificates repre- 
senting that artificial value, the certificates to 
be redeemed in silver dollars if any one should 
care to make the exchange. 

At present a limited amount of silver bull- 
ion is bought at its,actual value, By the plan 
of the Coinage committee an unknown quan- 
tity would be bought at 36 per cent above its 
value, The prospect of disposing of silver 
on such alluring terms would bring hera enor. 
mous masses of that metal from ali parts of 
the world. The government would not be 
able to build vaults big enough to hold it, 
Every hoider of a dead stock of silyer would 
endeavor to be at the Treasury first, hoping 
that he could get his legal tender certificates 
and dispose of them before the inevitable de- 
preciation in value came. 

But that depreciation would come before 
such a law had gone into force. The moment 
that it was known the Onited States was 
ready to take ail the world’s silver at a valua- 
tion of $1.29 an ounce and issue notes based 
on that mass of metal, all the gold would 
leave the country and prices would begin to ad- 
just themselves to the new 78-cent silver stand- 
ard. The paper or the silver currency would | 
have its face value for two purposes only—for 
the swindling of creditors who had loaned 
100-cent dollars, but whom dishonest legisla- 
tion had made it possible for their debtors to 
repay with an equal number of 73-cent dol- 
lars, and for the payment of customs duties 
which were imposed on a gold basis, but 
which the importers would be glad to have a 
chance to pay in stumptail silver. 

Were such a bill as the oné -referred to 
above passed over the President’s veto 
it would defeat the Democratic party hope- 
lessly this fall, but it would ruin the finances 
of the country.

many are opposed. In Germany and Austria 
the year has been an uneventfy! one. The 
joint allianee with Italy remains in full. force 
and will hold good for six years to come. The 
young Emperor of Germany has spent his 
time largely in visite of state which have 
been cordially gree except by Russia, and 
has devoted himself wita his customary activ- 
ity to domestic affairs, meanwhile losing no op- 
portunity to fire the German heart while at 
the same time making professions of peace. 
It is a matter of local interest that the Amer- 
ican hog now has the freedom of Germany. 
Italy, the third member of the Dreibund, has 
also had a quiet year since the resignation of 
Sig. Crispi after his defeat on a tariff ques- 
tion and the formation of a new Cabinet by 
the Marquis di Rudini. The attitude of the 
latter on the New Orleans business is referred 
toelsewhere. Except for this and the chronic 
complaints of the Pope against the govern- 
ment the country has been quiet. 

Both in Spain and Portugal there have been 
the customary Cabinet crises and repeated re- 
publican uprisings, which have been sup- 
pressed, however, in both countries. They 
show nevertheless the steady republican drift 
of the people. In Belgium Prince Baudouin, 
nephew of the King and heir apparent, died 
and is succeeded by his brother Albert. In 
Norway the Cabinet resigned last February 
because the government refused some Liberal 
concessions, and since that time elections have 
been held in which the Liberals have made 
gains and placed themselves in a position to 
make some importaat demands upon Sweden 
looking to a larger degree of autonomy. 
There was also a Cabinet crisis in Switzerland 
last month owing to the defeat of the-proposi- 
tion that the State should purchase the rail- 
roads. Since thai time a new President, M. 
Hause, has been elected and political affairs 
again are quiet. In the Balkan provinces 
there is little of interest to note except the 
banishment of ex-Queen Natalie from Servia 
and the proclamation of. Alexander as King 


figures. The railroad situation was at a low 
ebbéfor lack of transportation business, and\ 
the resulting home weakness in securities was 
all the worse because of a liberal unloading 
on tis by European holders, a process which 
began about fourteen months ago in an 
effort to provide against the Baring 
troubles, which were made public a few 
days later.

Of course all this discouraged business.

EMBEZZLEMENTS OF THE YEAR. 

The embezzlement record of the year is a 
large one. The total of recorded defalcations 
is $19,720,294. It ig nearly two and three- 
tenths times the total for 1890, and the list is 
only a partial one. Undoubtedly some have 
been “ missed ’”’ in the count, and the list does 
not include what is probably a considerable 
number that were privately settled, one of the 
conditions to which was that the steal should 
not be reported to the public. If these could 
be included the proportion might not be ma- 
terially altered, but the total would perhaps 
rise ag high as $25,000,000, or an average of 40 
cents fer every inhabitant of the United States 
lost by men who abused the trust reposed in 
them by others who confided to them the care 
of personal property. 

The aggregate is an appalling one. At first 
sight it may be thought to give the lie to the 
assertion that the country has been more pros- 
perous because of the abundant crops of last 
year. In reality it closely indicates the 
changes in the business current from relative- 
ly low to high water. It may be taken for 
granted that while a portion of the funds was 
dissipated in extravagance of personal living, 
in which “ wine and women " were prominent 
items, the great bulk of the money was lost 
in speculation. The funds of other people 
were taken to tide over losses already expe- 
rienced, and then more was abstracted in the 
hope of recovering what had been sunk in the 
maelstrom. At last the defalcation became 
too large for further concealment, and expos- 
ure followed. 

The panicky conditions which pervaded 
Europe in November, 1890, were reflected 
here, but their full force was not felt in the 
United States till later. For the first two 
months of last year the embezzlement record 
was a small one, for March and April much 
larger, and for May the total exceeded $7,000,- 
000, that representing losses previously ex- 
perienced, and which were so large in propor- 
tion to the amount with which the defaulter 
had been intrusted that it could no longer be 
kept secret, This was the culmination of the 
movement. It became at first probable and 
then certain that this country would be 
blessed with abundant crops, and that many 
m the Old World would be unusually short.

Three Great Transactions Involving Aver- 
age Amounts of $1,000,000 Each. 

It was quite freely predicted that the acre 
activity of 1890 would not be carried into the | 
following year and that acres would not be. m 
demand. ~ In a certain sense this was true, 
but the results of the year present sdmething 
ofa paradox. Ina year of admitted inactiv- 
ity more notable acre sales have been made 
than during any other equal period. 

The two sales of the. Morgan tract are 
among the most important acre transactions 
which have been completed during the year. 
This well-known tract of 480 acres, situated in 
Secs. 28 and 29 of Calumet, was sold to Louis 
F. Menage of Minneapolis for $960,000. It has 
since been sold for $1,250,000 to a syndicate 
known as the West Pullman Land Association. 
In the first salea of the consideration was 
paid in Minneapolis property. The second sale 
was made to ah organization which pro- 
poses to develop the tract as a manufacturing 
town. The first sale had little significance be- 
yond that of an extensive speculative opera- 
tion by an outside investor. The second sale is. 
of more significance and importance to real- 
estate interests, as it promises a development 
of a district which so far has been neglected. 
The Calumet region has been the field fora 
number of heavy acre deals. The Kellogg- 
Beach tract of 160 acres in Sec..21 was pur- 
chased by Jarvis and Conklin of Kansas City 
for $320,000. A thirty-seven acre tract in the 
same section was sold to Ira S. Sherman and 
W. G. Krutz of California for nearly $100,000. 
The iatter tract has been subdivided and put 
on the market. The Kellogg-Beach tract is 
now being improved and plans are oon nade 
for extensive improvements of the Morgan 
tract. The improvement in the Calumet dis 
trict includes the construction of a branch of 
the Illinois Central railroad from Pullman 
west on One Hundred and Twenty-first street, 
through the Morgan tract, and thence south- 
west to Blue Island. 

The sale which ranks next to that of the 
Morgan tract is of a tract near the south line 
of the county. The Chicago. Heights Land 
Association has completed the purchase of 
3,400 acres at an outlay of $884,000. Part of 
this has been subdivided and some im prove- 
ments have been made. The atre transac- 
tion which ranks third in amount isthe sale 
of seventy-six acres in Sec. 19, Lake Viow, to 
Charlies J. Ford for $370,000. This latid was 
sold by the Ogden and Sheldon estates and 
the sale is the most important North Side 
transaction of the year. 

The leading Proviso sale is that of eighty- 
one acres west of Oak Park. ‘This land was 
purchased by Wallen & Probst for $192,000 
and has been subdivided by them and 
placed on the market. The most im. 
portant Cicero sale amounts’ to $180,- 
000 and involves 120 acres in Sec. 33. 
This tract lies west of Corrigan’s race 
track and was sold by William D. Gates to 
Calvin F, Taylor. Thesale of 115 acres at 
Hinsdale by George M. Graves to a syndicate 
headed by H. McCormick, for $250,000, 
marked the awakening of interest in a section 
which had been inactive since the panic of 
1873. This sale was foliowed by another 
Hinsdale sale which might be properly 
classed as an acre transaction, although the 
property was rtially subdivided and im- 
proved. The O. J. ee land, consisting of 
about 130 acres, was sold to John R. McDon- 

ald of Rockport, lil., for $125,000. . Recently ; 
this property war resold for John R. McDon- 
ald to Frrderick L. Boruf at a profit of $25,- 


000. 
In the South Chicago district the most im- 
rtant acre sale was made by the Canal and 
kcompany. This organization sold 114 
acres fronting on Stony Island avenue, between 
EKighty-tfirst and Ninety-first streets, to J. W. 
McFarlane for $295,000 or $2,600 an acre. In part 

y South Side improved property was given. 
Abis acre tract has recently figured in a trans- 
action’ involving the trade for the Exchange 
Building atthe corner of Van Buren street 
and Pacific avenue. In this deal it was trans- 
ferred from Mr. McFarlane to parties com- 
posing the Exchange Building company at a 
valuation of $295,000. A twenty-acre tract in 
the same locality, lying on Stony Island ave- 
nue and Eighty-first street, was sold by Will- 
iam B. Gates te Frederick Voss for $112,500. 
Fifty-three and one-third acres at the corner 
of Ninety-third street and Juniata avenue were 
sold for Otis R. Gloverto John Johnson Jr. 
for $106,666. It lies on the Belt Line and was 
sold for manufacturing purposes. Twenty 
acres at the corner of Colfax avenue and 
Seventy-ninth street have -been sold for 
A. H. Bauer and others for $100,000. Philip 
D. Armour sold a twenty-acre tract at Park 
Manor to Samuel Spiro for $185,000. Seventy- 
six acres lying between State street and In- 
diana avenue, south of Eighty-sevonth street, 
were sold for a Rockford syndicate early in the 
spring for $266,000. This syndicate purchased 

e land early in 1890 tor $228,000. The Good- 
Luck tract, a ten-acre strip but a few hundred 
feet in width, and extending from State street 
to Stewart avenue along the south side of 
Seventy-fourth street, was sold for $158,340. 
The property was sold for D. D. Chidester to 
Richard Peck, and the price paid includes an 
allowance for ali street improvements, includ- 
ing water, macadamized streets, and stone 
sewers. The purchaser agreed at the time the 
tract was bought to erect seventy-one brick 
and stone houses on the fourteen frontages in 
the tract. | 

There have been a number of fine sales of 
North Shore acres reported during the year. 
One of the more recent is of twenty acres at 
Edgewater by John J. Fischer to a Kewaunee 
syndicate headed by James K. Bliss and W. 
E. Haxyon for $200,000. This property was 
purchased a little over a year ago for $80,000, 
so the recent transaction determines a profit 
of $120,000, or nearly 150 per cent. L. M. 
Stumerand M. Thome have bought thirty- 
two acres on the Sheridan drive, just north of 
the Indiana boundary line, for $125,000, and 
an eighty-three-acre tract in the Park Addi- 
taon to Winnetka haa been sold for $120,000. 
A syndicate headed by Johfii H. Crowell has 
purchased 157 acres located between La 
Grange and Grossdale for $117,750, 

The activity of last year in subdivision at 
manufacturing pvints caused a number of 
acre to be negotiated in outlymg dis- 
‘tricta. Force & Fleyl solid seventy acres 
lying just east of L rvey. for $140,000, or at 

rate of $2,00U anu re. It has since been 
subdivided and partially sold out in lots. The 
transfers of the lands purchased by the 
Harvey Land Association from A. G. Spald- 
= and others appear on the record, but act- 
ually represent business done last year. 

The acre sale which ranks third in amount 
and second in acreage of the year wus that of 
a large Bremen tract. Twenty-four hundred 
acres lying in the northeastern vf the 
township, on the line of the Rock Island rail- 
way, were sold to an Eastern syndicate for al- 
most $600,000. The tract lies about two miles 
southwest of Blue Island and same distance 
regen et pacing a+ soaentee of farm _— and 
was in twenty-two holdings, ranging m 14 
to 305 actes each. The prices paid per acre 
mange from $150 to $500. This purchase is 
similar to that made by the Chicago Heights 
Land Association early in the year, and about 
the same methods’ of development 
are The average price 
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as exonbitant, and within a few weeks the 
same premises have been sublet at handsome 
profits to the original lessee. The exceptional 
demand for choice business locations has de- 
veloped one feature of special note. During 
the year a great number of leases have been 
taken as investments, or, rather, as specu- 
lative ventures. It would seem that the 
leasehold of a down-town store would 
scarcely be a commodity for specu- 
lation. A number of prominent frontages 
and corners have been leased, however, to par- 
ties who announced their intention of sublet- 
them: Some notable instances of leases 

of this kind invoived State street rtores. One 
firm in particular has made a large number 
of these transactions, and so far has been re- 
markably successful in making subleases of 
the property so secured. Some idea of the 
business that is being done by renting agents 
may be gained from the statement made that 
the aggregate term rentals of the leases made 
by a single firm last year was over $3,000,000, 
During the year 1891 probably more great 
business leases have been negotiated than 
during any similar period of time in the city’s 
history. In the last few years there has been 
a steady increase mm rates in choice business 
roperty. Rentalson Wabash avenue, State, 
‘ashington, Adams, and Monroe streets have 
made phenomenal advances, while adjacent 
business property has sympathized in the ac- 
tivity. The most dotineathe business lease of 
the year was thht involving the Leiter Build- 
ing. This great building, with a frontage of 
402 feet on State street and 144 feet on Con- 
ress and Van Buren streets, was leaséd by R. 
Ismond for L. Z. Leiter to Siegel, Cooper 

& Co. for a fifteen-year term. The building 
is eight stories high and has a floor space of 
538,620 square feet. The terms of the lease 
have not been made public, but it is under- 
stood that the term rental will exceed four and 
a quarter million dollars; A series of im- 
portant transactions follgwing close in the 
wake of this great dea! were the leases made 
of the old Siegel-Cooper stand. This corner 
has been secured by four lessees. The north 
75 feet was leased to A. H, Blackall & Son for 
five years and three months from Feb. 1, 1892, 
at a term rental of $393,750.—Lhis represents 
a front foot annual rental of $1,000, the high 
point reached on Statestreet when compari- 
sons are made on a front foot basis. The 
twenty-five foot building adjoining the corner 
was leased at a rental equal to $540. a front 
foot. The next forty-five feet pew leased to 
J. L.. Bloom for a five-year term Sta yearly 
rental equivalent to $376 a front foot. The re- 
maining fifty feet, known asthe Berry prup- 
erty, was leased to De Muth &Co. at a basis of 
$576 a froht foot. Three of these leases were 
negotiated by Snow & Dickinson, The total 
rental to be realized from the old Siegel & 
Cooper corner of Adams and State streets is 
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A number of important leases which indi-

THE CHICAGO REAL-ESTATE BOARD 


Com- 


It Has Distinguished Itself During thé 
Year by Well. Directed Activity, 

The Real-Estate Board distinguished itself 
during last year by the active manner in 
which it took hold of all questions relating to 
the public welfare. It took up the question 
of the city improvement by an increased tax, 
was heard on the Illinois Central question, 
and has taken an active part in the. question. 
of limiting the height of buildings. It has 
been heard on the smoke-nuisance question, 
the question of suitable fire and police prod- 
tection during the World’s Fair, on the 
World’s Fair appropriation, on rapid transit, 
and in fact on almost every question of public 
interest which has arisen during the year. It 
has established a tenant rating bureau, dratt- 
ed a new form of contract, and established a 
series of monthly dinners at which questions 
of public interest are discussed. 

e year was begun rather ‘inauspiciously 
by an interesting three-cornered fight over the 
election of officers. The board early in the 
year established a rating department for the 
purpose of furnishing information to rentirg 
agents in regard to the desirability or unde- 
sirability of prospective tenants. This de- 
partment is designed to be at teast self-sup- 
porting, and a fee is charged to members who 
desire such information. The Drainage act, 
the Alien Land law, and the Torrens system 
of registering property all were discussed ear- 
ly in the season, and-action has been taken on 
all of these questions. In regard to furnishing 
additional funds for special work in itm- 
proving the city for the World’s Fair, the 
board expressed itself in favor of an additional 
levy of not to exceed 1 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of city property. A sommit- 
tee was appointed to visit Springfield in the 
interest of this resolution, and a second com- 
mittee was appointed to appear in opposition 
to the Illinois Central railroad company’s de- 
signs on the Lake-Front. The first commit- 
tee was unfortunate, but the second body was 
at least in a measure successful. The board 
decided to revise its forms for contracts and 
trust deeds, and, after considerable work, new 
forms were adopted. The question of the lim- 
itation of high builditys has occupied con- 
siderable attention of the board, although very 
little has actually been done.

A Child’s Remorse. 

The childish idea of the manifestations of jus 
tice is often very amusing. Not long ago a cer- 
tain spirited small boy was forbidden to go out 
because of the disagreeable weather.

BOARD OF TRADE mee CELEBRATE 
THE CLOSE OF THE YEAR. 


Attacks Made on the Wheat and Corn Pits, 
Which Surrender Without a Struggie— 
Then the Retreating Hosts Get Ammu- 
nition and Punish Their Opvonents— 


dividual Experiences Recounted—It Was 
a Merry but a Costly Prank. 


The last day of the old year on the Board of 
Trade. That was yesterday, and a big time 
they had of it. Nobody attempted to do 
much trading, and the day was given over to 
a heroic sort of sport. Pitched battles with- 
out number were fought with sample bags of 
flour, and by the time the session was over 
President Baker was the only person who did 
not look like a snow-man.

Before their murderous fusillade of 
flour the traders in the wheat pit melted away 
like a printer’s salary, and it was only a few 
seconds until the pit was cleared. ‘ Then the 
corn pit was stormed in the same way. In a 
few minutes ail who were not armed with the 
deadly flour sack had escaped into the corners 
of the room or out of the entrances. A rush 
was made by those retreating upon the sam- 
ple-tables, and the drawers were soon looted 
of every ounce of flour. This turned retreat 
to victory, and the crowd that had made the 
charge, now out of ammunition, was attacked 
and so covered with flour as to be almost un- 
recognizable, 

Worst Flour Fight on the Board. 


It was the worst flour fight in the history of 
the board. Heretofore the flour salesmen 
have succeeded in locking up their samples 
before the fun began, but yesterday the mis- 
ehievously inclined made a flank movement 
by beginning the fight in the early part of the 
session, when the samples were spread out on 
the tables. These samples cannot be dupli- 
cated, and as a coasequence of the fight 
hundreds of cars of flour and grain will have 
to be held on track two or three days until 
they can be reinspected. The inspection and 
demurrage charges which will result will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

In the thick of the fight President Baker 
was telephoned for and told that there was a 
riot on the floor. He rushed into the building, 
pushed his way through the crowded gallery, 
and rapped for order. His presence was 
greeted with cheers. When quiet was restored 
he said: 

Gentlemen: While there is no objection to cele- 
brating the close of the year witha little fun, 
nothing of the kind should be permitted to inter- 
fere with the work onthe floor. It should be 

ostponed until after the close of the session. 
This proceeding is disgraceful, especially as it is 
carried on by people who have no business 
= e floor. All messenger boys and settling 
0 not here on business must leave the floor at 
ence. Names of any members who violate the 
rules of order will be taken and they will be dis- 
ciplined by the Board of Directors. The year has 
been a prosperous one, and | shall close by wish- 
ing you all a bappy New Year. 

Mr. Baker’s ch was received with cheers, 
and, while it did ne ot entirely stop the sport, it 
very materially quieted it. 

Pelted the Directors, Too. 

After the speech the President and a large 
number of directors circulated through the 
crowd, taking names of offenders and assist- 
ing iu ejecting people who had no business vn 
the floor. Their plan only partially stopped 
the *“*horse play,’’ however.

STATISTICS OF TOBAULCO PRODUCTION. 


Entire Crop of the Country in 1889 and Its 
Value. 

Wasutnetoxr, D. C., Dec. 31.—The Census 
Bureau tuday issued a bulletin giving the sta- 
tistics of tobacco production in the United 
States. The entire crop of the country 
amounted in 1889 to 488,255,896 pounds, the 
number of planters being 205,862, and 
the area devoted to tobacco culture, ex- 
clusive of counties cultivating less than 
one acre, 692,990 acres, or 39.62 per cent of the 
total acreage, and producing 45.44 per cent of 
the entire crop, and the six States next in 
rank of production, 50.16 per cent of the acre- 
age, and 42.49 per cent of the crop, while the 
twenty States ana Territories having the 
smallest production had less than 900 
acres in tobacco, and inciuded = an 
aggregate of only 451,025 pounds, or 

than one tenth of 1 per cent of the entire 
crop. The average production per acre of the 
entire country was 705 pounds, ranging among 
the seed leaf States producing 5,000,000 pounds 
or upward from 8&4 pounds per acre in Ohio to 
1,042 pounds in Connecticut, and in the more 
important of the States in which the manu- 
facturing and expurt varieties predominate 
from 375 pounds per acre in North Caroliua 
to 830 pounds per acre in Missouri. The total 
value of the crop to the producers, esti- 


«mated on the basis of actual sales, was $34,844,- 


449, an average of 7.1 cents per pound or 
$50.28 per acre. The average price per pound 
raised by the producer in States producing 
5,000,000 pou orupward ranged from 4.5 
cents in Missuuri and 4.7 cents im 
to 12.8 cents in Connecticut and 14 cents in 
North Carolina. The product of Louis- 
iana averaged 25.2 cents per pound to the 
producer. 
Although the total reported acreage in to- 
bacco shows an increase of 8.48 per cent upon 
that in 1879 there is a decrease of 91 in the 
number of tobacco-producing counties, there 
being now only 1,674 as compared with 1,765 
in 1879. It is likewise worthy of note that the 
proportion borne by the crop of Kentucky to 
the entire production of the country is stead- 
ily increasing, having advanced from 24.90 per 
cent in 1850 and 36.20 per cent ih 1879 to 45.44 
per cent in 1889, as already stated. 


TO ARBITRATE BERING SEA MATTERS 


Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian Pauncefote 
Have Signed an Agreement, 

Wasuiveron, D. C., Dec. 31.—[Special.]— 
It is stated that Secretary Blaime and Sir- 
Julian Pauncefote have put their signatures to 
the Bering Sea arbitration treaty, which may 
therefore go to the Senate next week. The 
Senate may want some time to discuss the 
treaty, and its ratification may be put off a 
while, because the Brussels slave trade treaty 
will have the right of way, since it must be 
acted on before Feb. 1. But the Bering Sea 
agreement will be disposed of in time for the 
arbitrators to get to work this spring. It is 
said that there will be no modus vivenui the 
coming summer by which the Canadian poach- 
ers will be able to take 40,000 to 50,000 seal- 
skins as against 10,000 or 12,000 taken by the 
company which holds the lease from the 
United States. This is what happened last

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Chicago Men Have Not Undervalued To- 
bacco Revenues for December. 
Wasuinetonr, D. C., Dec. 31.— [Special. }— 
Thus far nothing has been received at the 
Treasury Department. to indicate that the 
tobacco importers at Chicago have been con- 
cerned in undervaluing leaf and filler produc- 
tions. At the time of the discovery of tobacco 
frauds among New York and Sao Francisco 
importers a special agent of the Treysury De- 
partment was instructed to, make an investi- 
gation at Chicago also. This investigation 
was inaugurated more than a month ago, and 
the ‘Treasury officials incline to the opinion 
that nothing criminating Chicago importers 
has been discovered, or it would have been 
promptly reported. _ Undervaluation of to- 
bacco, amounti a large sum of money, 
, New York, and the niguente of 
ade the importers pay the proper 
oe aed 400 to havens their decision, 
although urgeatly importuned to do so. 
Government Revenues for aie gee 
revenues of the government for the 
Beet of December were $28,500,000, or $2,- 
500,000 less than the expenditures during the 
same period. This has had the effect of re- 
ducing the treasury cash balance to $30,405, 
749, including $14,000,000 in subsidiary 81 nae 
and $12,356,927 on deposit with nationa 
banks.

On the North Side. 


Chairman Greeley paid particular attention 
to the needs of the North Side, and while he 
had been unable to complete the task he pre- 
sented such facts ag he had collected. He 
counted the number of trains passing the 
Sberman House between the hours of 5:15 and 
6:45, one hour and thitty minutes, and found 
that during that time 87 trains, with 183 cars, 
including grips, passed during that time. Of 
that number 54 trains and 112 cars were Clark 
street cars and 33 trains and 62 cars Wells 
street and Clybourn avenue trains. To make 
a round trip sixty-eight minutes are con- 
sumed and three minutees taken up-in going 
through the tunnel. During the ninbty min- 
utes between 9,000 and 9,500 persons were car- 
ried, an average of 60 persons to the car. 

From 65:30to 6:3uo0’clock every train and 
every car was crowded. There was not stand- 
mg roomon the majority of the cars that 

assed. After 6:30. o’clock the cars became 
ess crowded, and by7 o’clock every one hada 


seat. 

Mr. Greeley found that on!y thirteen of the 
trains had two trailers, while seventy-four 
trains had only the gmpand one trailer—in 
fact, some of the Clybourn trains consisted 
only ef one grip. As a remedy for the evil 
Mr. Greeley suggested the putting on ofa 
dozen more trains, which he thought could 
easily be done, and the adding of one trailer 
to trains carrying only one. Ifa right of way 
could be secured he favored the building of a 
surface line either on Dearborn avenue or La 
Salle avenue, running north to North avenue, 
and there transferring tv the cable trains. 

A letter wag received from the Chicago and 
Jefferson Urbao Transit company relative to 
the ordinance now before the Council fora 
franchise from Canal street west on Monroe 
street to Morgan street, north to Fulton street, 
west to Ashland avenue, north to Grand ave- 
nue, and out Grand avenue to Armitage ave.

MILITIA FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Gen. Miles and Traffic Manager Jaycox Of- 
fer a Pijn to Gather the Men. 

The much mooted question as to whether 
or not the proposed mobilization of 100,000 
troops at the opening of the World’s Fair in 
1893, can be successfully accom- 
plished, has taken on a new complexion by a 
proposition which the traffic managers of the 
Fair and Gen. Neison A.’Miles sent out to the 
various traffic associations of the United 
States a few days ago. The general 
opinion of the commissioners, backed by the 
firm belief of Gen. Miles, has beer that, “in 
case the expected appropriation of $1,000,000 
for the purpose can be obtained from the 
government, the intended mobilization can 
‘be accomplished, Not a fewof the men inter- 
ested in the undertaking, however, including 
a number of the officers of the National 
Guard, have felt that such an attempt on the 
part of the World’s Fair would’ fail on ac- 
count of the costs of transportation and the 
lack of facilities for bringing the troops to 
Chicago from every point in the United 
Statds. 

The proposition which the traffic managers 
of the Fair have just brought to the attention 
of the various traffic associations is the result 
of considerable study upon the subject by 
Traffic Manager E. E. Jaycox and Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles. It asks that the nine great traf- 
fic associations shall coéperate in the work 
and grant a one-fourth round-trip ‘rate be- 
tween Chicago and a central city in each State 
in the Union, good durmg the three weeks 
through which the encampment and the re- 
moval of the troops to and from Chicago will 
extend. The troops will be assembled at the 
chusen point in each State and the special rate 
will only affect their transportation between 
these points and Chicago. In this way the 
commissioners figure that they can reduce the 
expense of transportation to a minimum. The 
regular round-trip rate between Chicago and 
Augusta, Me., where the troops of that 
State would probably assemble, is $44, 
and the proposition would reduce it to 
$11 foreach man. The round trip rate be- 
tween San Francisco and Chicago is $62, 
which, under the proposition, would be re- 
duced to $15.50. Following the computation 
out through each State and estimating the 
number of troops that each State would be 
likely to send Gen. Miles and the Commisa- 
sioners find that the cost of mobilizmg 100,000 
troops will be inside of $1,000,000. 


None of the traffic associations have yet | 


taken official action on the proposition, al- 
though they will probably all do so within the 
next two weeks. The officers of the Central 
Traffic Association express themselves in fa- 
vor of the scheme, providi the great trunk 
lines will have sufficient facilities for handling 
the men. ‘They express a fear that with the 
great rush of travel that the opening of the 
\Vorid’s Fair will cause there will be difficulty 
in moving the military and the great amount 
of baggage that must accompany them. 
Ordinarily the proposition would ‘meet with

If the Commissioners succeed in obtaining 
the $1,000,000 from the government and the 
consent of the Traffic Associations to carry 
the troops under the proposed conditions 
they have no fears for the success of the pro- 
posed great encampment.

MRS. SLY RECEIVED THE MONEY. 


Letters to Her Husband Led to His Arrest 
—Houase Searched, 

St. JoserpH, Mo., Dec. 31.—[Special. |—A 
Pinkerton operative and Capt. Fleming of the 
Postal Department Secret Service arrived in 
this city three weeks ago for the purpose of 
watching the wife and other relations of Adel. 
bert Sly, the ’Frisco train robber arrested at 
Los Angeles. Mrs. Sly received numerous 
letters from her husband and it was through 
these miussives that he was finally located. 
After leaving St. Louis Sly and Hedgpith and 
his wife, the latter being a sister of Sly’s wife, 
went to Omaha, thence to Denver, to Sait 
Lake City and Los Angeles, where they sepa- 
rated. Lhe woman Florence Watterman is 
Hedgpith’s wife and was formerly Miss Gra- 
ham of this city. 

A few days before Sly was arrested Mrs. Sl 
mailed him a letter here which was carried 
over to Capt. Fleming. The latter, after not- 
ing the address, sent it on its way, but first 
telegraphed to the Pinkerton operative at Los 
Angeles that it was coming and to arrest Siy 
when he applied for it. In the meantime a 
watch was kept on the express office here, and 
last Tuesday an express package containing 
$500, supposedly the money taken from the 
express car, was received here by Liz- 
zie Graham, a sister of Mrs. Sly. As 
this convinced the officers that Sly’s relatives 
were cognizant of his share in the robbery, it 
was determined to search the house occupied 
by them at No. 405 North Second street. This 
morning a bogus telegram was sent to Mrs. 
Sly, signed ** Morgan,”” the name Hedgpith 
had used in sending the money to Lizzie Gra- 
ham. This telegram was as follows: “Did 
you get the money and package of jewelry?’ 
The woman fell into the trap and answered 
that. she had received the stuff. 

A search warrant was immediately taken 
out and the -house raided, but all the offi- 
cers succeeded in finding was anumber of 
bolts of costly silks. Sly is under indictment 
here for burglarizing a salooa. He had jumped 
his bond but subsequently returned to St. 
Joseph, and itis charged committed two of 
the most daring criminal acts ip the history 
of the city. The first was the holding up of 
the cashier of the McDonald factory. The 
cashiemhad gone to the bank, drawn $1,500 to 
pay off the employés, and on his return was 
met in the hallway of the factory by Sly, who 
knocked him down ewith a stick of wood 
wrapped in paper. Sly then seized the valise 
in which the cashier was carrying the money, 
jumped into a waiting buggy, and disap- 
peared. 

A few weeks later at midnight he and three 
companions walked into the office of the 
Pacific. Hotel and at the point of. revolvers 
compelled the clerk to hand over the contents 
of the safe, $2,800. Three guests who were 
sitting in the office were also robbed of jewelry 
to the amount of $500.

Don’t Relieve the Elevator Story. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 31.—Local elevator manu- 
facturers deny any knowledge of the reported 
combine of Western elevator firms and .the ru-

Con- 
troller Onahan last year borrowed $369,000 at 
4per cent to carry the board through the 
period that the appropriation bill was pend- 
ing, and when the bill passed the Council the 
finances of the schools were 000 short. 

It is quite probable that if the City Con- 
troller does not make suitable provision the 
Finance commnittee of the Board of Education 
will borrow the money itself. Ptior to two 
years ago it was always the custom to pay the 
teachers only 75 per cent ot their salaries dur- 
ing January, February, and March. 


SPRING SCALES ARE NOW BARRED. 


The New City Ordinance That Goes Into 
Effect Todiuy. 

Inspector of Weights and Measures T. N. 
Jamieson will.conduct his office hereafter in 
accordance with the recent ordinance passed 
by the Council amending the existing ordi- 
nances. The ordinance regulating the fees of 
the Inspector has effect on and after today. 
There is one provision, however, that will 
please a good many housewives who are in the 
habit of attending to theirown marketing, ana 


‘that is that the spring scales used by butchers 
‘must go. 


The ordinance says: “It shall be 
unlawful for any person to use a spring scale, 
spring steelyard, spring weighing machine, 
spring balance, scales with tare attachment, 


_or other spring balance scales in weighing any 


article for purchase or sale within the City of 


_ Chicago.”’ 


The butchers who have been in the habit of 
throwing a five-pound roast on the scales and 
catching it on the first upward bounce and an- 
nouncing that it weighs sevén or eight pounds, 
as the force of the fall happened to jerk the 
needle, will have to weigh differently. Many 
of the butchers and most all of the peddlers 
use spring scales. One of the tricks of the 
trade is to tighten the tension-screw when 
making a purchase and to loosen it when sell- 
ing. Any person who violates this ordinance 
is subject to a penalty of not less than $5 nor 
more than $25. 

The inspector is required to inspect and 
examine once every year all instruments ~ 
trac 
scales and ‘scales of a ca 
and upward. The latter he is required to ex- 
umine twice a year. The old ordinance re- 
quired an annual inspection, but there was no 
penalty attached for using the scales after 
they were marked not correct. Now there is 
a penalty, and the inspector may at ary time 
after the expiration of ten days after marking

President Roggs of the Veterans’ Relief As- 
sociation Explains Ite Work.

AIDED 278 UNFORTUNATE CHILDREN. 


Annual and Quarterly Reports of the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society. 

During the quarter ending Dec. 31 the so- 
ciety had in hand thirty-nine orphan children, 
of whom all but six have been placed in fam- 
ily homes. In addition to these fifty-three 
others were received with their mothers, all of 
whom have been placed in selected family 
homes, making atotal of 145 lives cea re 

i provided for during the quarter. is 
pend pac year with a soueal of 112 orphan 
and destitute children aad 166 other infants 
and young children with their mothers pro- 


vided for during the year. 

These 440 lives have been rescued from en- 
vironments of despair and placed in the pro- 
tecting care of family homes at a total cost of 
$7,376.97, which is at the rate of six lives for 
every $100 contributed to this treasury. 

T hese 166 mothers, without exception, have 

roved themselves useful and trustworthy. 
Only two of the chijdren thus placed 
their mothers have died.

RECEIVER BELL DENIES THE CHARGES. 


He Says the Carette Horses Are Not Abused 
~Complaints of Citizens. 

John A. Bell, who was appointed receiver 
for the Carette company Dec. 22, protests 
against the charge of cruelty to the carette 
horses which was published Wednesday. He 
said yesterday: 

**We have over 200 horses in the barn on 
Green street and there is not a sick horse 
among them. All our horses are strong and 
healthy and they are not abused. At the 
bridge approaches we have powerful tow- 
horses which help the carettes up the inclines. 
These extra horses are stationed there from 7 
to 10 a. m. and from 3to7 p. m., and yester- 
day I ordered tow-horses to be stationed there 
at noon. QUurstable is not dark and slimy. 
It is constantly swept and is amply provided 
with light and air shafts. There has not been 
a complaint from the Humane Society in two 
months. 

“The horses do not make two trips any day. 
They make single trips two days to every day 
when they make atrip and ahalf, and they 
rever make more.than atripandahalf. The 
They make’ five 
trips, and never six. The schedule time for 
five trips is twelve and a ha'f hours. Three of 
these trips are made in the forenoon and two 
in the evening. 

** Now as to the use of the whip. I have given 
positive orders against whipping, and I will 
thank the public for information against a 
driver who uses the whip. I will not only dis- 
sharge him, but I will have him arrested.”’

Chicago. Ido earnestly trust that this 
_and similar articles:that have been printed in 
Tue Tripune will have a tendency to draw the 
attention of the Humane Society to the way in 
which the poor dumb animals are treated in the 
City of Chicago—not the carette horses alone, 
but horses that are dragging heavily-loaded 
wagons. Their drivers are the most brutal speci- 
mens of humanity under the heavens today. Only 
today l saw an inhuman driver beating his team 
over the ears, and the poor animals were scarcely 
able to pu'l an empty wagon. Let the good peo- 
ple of Chicago try and get a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals 
where justice will be honestly ad- 
ministored to the offenders. It is a shame to 
see the abuse of horses in the streets of Chicago. 
Let any person from the World’s Fair city prome- 
nade the streets of any of the European cities and 
see if he will find any horses checked up for three 
and four bours at a time. All the principal 
cities there have four-inch rails laid in the streets 
parallel with the street-car track. There is no 
ringing ofcar-bells to get the wagons off the track.

Thebes -Steninblh: Oia thy Deiabe Raa 
deut, but They Rely on Other Euro- 
pean Nations to Stand by Them in Keep- 
ing Constantinople from the Russians— 
Mr. Seymour Afraid to Discuss Russian 
Affairs Much—Edward B. Hay on War 

Talk in Washington. 


J. F. W. Va. C. Seymour of Constantinople, 
Turkey, who is at the Leland Hotel, 1s a young 
man who does not care to discuss Russian af- 
fairs at any length. According to Mr. Sey- 
mour’s story he is the son of an English fa- 
ther and a Russian mother who came from 
the Komaroff family. His uncle, Michael 
Cullom Seymour, Bart., was the Admiral of 
the British fleet which bombarded Alexandria 
in 1882. 

‘My mother and I are the only ones left of 
our family,” said Mr, Seymour yesterday. 
“We have our home at Sultana Palace, on the 
outskirts of Constantinople. but our estates 
coming from my mother’s family are near 
St. Petersburg. We. have property valued at 
$8,000,000, but owing to the conditions pre- 
vailing in Russid, and becauge the estate is in 
the courts, we only receive one-third of its 
revenue, the remainder going to the private 
purse of the Czar. The estate is administered 
by the Minister of the Interior. 

“Tn Russia a political offense is considered 
greater than acrime, and I have six relatives 
in the mines near Irkutzk. They were appre- 
hended and charged with political offenses 
after the assassination of Alexander II. 
seal of the Czar was placed on their estates 
and they were sentenced to penal servitude. 
We make our home in Constantinople, be- 
cause it 1s a pleasant place and we have inter- 
ests there. have not been home for a year 
but I can imagine how the Turks are alarmed 
over the recent incidents in Pamir. Russia is 
bound to get a southern outlet. With Con- 
stantinople Russia would ask for nothing 
more in Europe, but the other nations are 
just as jealous of Russia’s en¢roachments as is 
Turkey. The Turks are good fighters, and of 
late years they. have been adopting improved 
weapons, which make them formidable. But 
Russia, with its different races, speaking sev- 
enteen distinct.tongues, is more formidable. 
I suppose diplomacy will preserve peace over 
there, however.” 

Mr. Seymour refused to discuss Russian 
politics. 

** It behooves a man to be discreet,” he ex- 

plained. ‘ They hear everything over there, 
—~ while Ihave nothing to say that would 
cause me trouble, I do aot like to be placed in 
a position where I could even come in for a 
reprimand. 

** I have been out in California and along 
the South American coast as far south as Chile 
since jast summer. If the Chilean Govern- 
ment is as proud, confident, and insolent as 
some of the Chileans I met in my travels, I do 
not see how the United States can get any sat- 
isfactién out of that country save through 
force, and I believe war will have tocome. I 
Leard in Valparaiso of many insults that were 
offered to Americans, but one of the most imn- 
pertinent offerings of all wag the placing of a 
guard around the house of your Minister. 
The Chileans have full confidence in their 
ability to trounce the United States.”’ 


““T guess you hear more war talk out here 
than we hearin Washington,” said Edward 
B. Hay, attorney, who arrived at the Audito- 
rium yesterday from the Capital City. ** The 
boys in newspaper row down in Washington 
are all talking war and writing it. The row is 
haunted by ex-army and navy officers waiting 
for the order which will turn loose the dogs 
of war. Not that they want to fight. They 
want the glory that would attach to being sent 
to Chile as war correspondents. They would 
prefer the pen to the sword, but would take to 
the sword as a second c hoice, But, seriously, 
it is not the general feeling in Washington 
that there will be war, although it is generally 
understood that President Harrison has pre- 
pared a message to be submitted to Congress 
next week.
